Prograa in coamunity School District 16 in New York City, Bhich 
served first through sixth graders, eaphasized four areas; student 
achieveaent ia English and Spanish reading, matheaatics, and Puerto 
fiican history and culture; staff training; parental involvaaenti and 
supportive services. Student achievement was evaluated through norm 
and criterion refereacea testa, it was found to vary from school to 
school within the district with most ■tuienta making gains in most 
areas.

•valuator found that all activities were carried but successfully.
